SELL STOCK TO SPECULATE. 


Since Shares Slumped They Have 
Cashed’ In Holdings with Company 
to Buy on Margins. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 2.—[Special.]—Many of 
the employés of the Carnegie Steel company, 
who took the bulk of the 60,000 shares of 
stock sold by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion to its employés, have been cashing in 
their purchases since the trust stocks went 
down and using their savings to speculate 
on margins in Steel preferred. 

Since the preferred stock fell below 882.50 
from fifteen to twenty applications have been 
filed daily at the office of the Carnegie Stee] 
company by employés who wished to. sell 
their holdings and be relieved of further 
payments. 

Those placing applications with the com- 
pany to sell their stock were in each case 
given back the money they had subscribed 
to date, plus the earnings, so that none of 
the hoiders has lost a dollar, but are ahea 
of the deal. 


Gary Explains Wage Adjustment. 


New York, Oct. 2.—Regarding the proposed 
readjustment of wages by the Carnegie Steel 
company for 1004, Chairman Gary of the 
United States Steel corporation today made 
the following statement: 

“An old written agreement between the 
Carnegie Steel company and its employés 
provided that existing wages should be con- 
tinued during each calendar year unless 
notice of cancellation or readjustment should 
be given three months prior to the beginning 
of the year, and this custom has prevailed 
ever since. Pursuant to this practice the 
usual notice has been given so that, if deemed 
proper, adjustments can be made next Jan- 
uary. The notice does not recessarily mean 
that wages will be decreased or increased in 
any particular line. The matter will be 
mutually considered at the proper time.”

Act to Be abislemive in the Supreme 
Court as ‘Imposing Unreasonable 
Burden Upon Chicago—Part of Cicero 
May Demand Water Supply at the 


Special Rate Granted Packing 
Houses and Large Users in the 
City. 


In order to preserve the revenues of the city 
water bureau from a state of affairs which 
threatens to exhaust them and create a 
deficit: the aldermen of the finance commit- 
tee yesterday formally advised Cgrporation 
Counsel Tolman to attack in the Supreme 
court next week the act-creating the sani- 
tary district of Chicago. | 

That part of the town of Cicero added to 
the sanitary district by act of the last legis- 
lature is now 4d nding city water. It is 
outside the city lfmits, and yet it asks for 


cost the water bureau $450,000 and give its 
residents water at four cents a thousand 
gallons. The ordinary user of water within 
the city limits pays 10 cents. | If Cicero pre- 
vails, Evanston, Proviso, and other country 
towns could make a similar demand, the 
aldermen say, and the result would be 
ruinous. 

The mandamus suit of the Cicero district 
was decided in favor of Cicero in the lower 
court. The fflnance committee had nothing 
| from the council before it, but the city law 
department asked advice on so importanta 
matter as a defense possibly involving the 
existence of the sanitary district. 


Committee Advises Attack. 


The committee unanimously advised Assist- 
‘ant Corporation Counsel Barge to use the 
contemplated defense. The act contains one 
‘section -which requires the city to furnish to 
districts annexed to the sanitary district 
water at the lowest price the city quotes to 
larger users in Chicago. Large users, such 
as the packing houses, get water at the re- 
duced rate of 4 cents for 1,000 gallons, while 
the small retail user pays 10 cents. 

The average water bill for a cottage on a 
twenty-five foot lot is $6.25 a-yvear. If Cicero 
defeats the city and gains the mandamus 
writ, the city will be obliged to lay mains 
to the borders of that subdivision, costing 
$350,000, and to erect a pumping station cost- 
ing $100,000. The Cicero authorities would 
i; receive the water, obtained at 4 cents for 

1,000 gallons, and would distribute it among 
the residents. 


Secret Is Well Guarded. 

So far reaching is the decision to attack 
the sanitary district act that the aldermen 
have guarded the secret of their intentions. 
» The sanitary district authorities have been 
alarmed and desired to talk it over. The 
aldermen made arrangements for a confer- 
ence, but the trustees failed to appear. 

Mayor Harrison was present when the 
question was considered last Week and hesi- 
tated when it was suggested that something 
must be ddne to counteract the law under 
which water can be obtained so cheaply. 

‘*We must appear before the Supreme 
court on Tuesday or Wednesday,’ Ald. Ray- 
mer said, ‘“‘and make a defense. I think 
we can show that the law imposes an un- 
reasonable burden on Chicago. A favorable 
decision, which I expect, may overthrow not 
only the section in question but the whole 
act creating the sanitary district.’’

ONE KILLED. FIVE WOUNDED 
4N FIGHT WITH A POSSE. 


Tramps Who Disarm Officers Who At- 
tempt Arrest Flee, but Citizens Over- 
take Them and All Are Shot. 


Annadale, Minn., Oct. 2.—In a fight between 
a posse of citizens and a gang of supposed 
robbers one of the latter was killed, one 
mortally and four others seriously wounded. 

Sheriff Young and Deputy Negent went 
to South Haven today to arrest a gang of 
six tramps suspected of robbing a number 
of stores in the vicinity. The sheriff found 
the men in a box car, but instead of surren- 
dering peacefully they proceeded to hold up 
the sheriff and his deputy and to relieve them 
of their firearms. They then took to the 
woods, followed by a posse of citizens. 

A number of shots were exchanged, and | 
finally the gang was brought to bay. The 
posse opened fire, and all of the tramps were 
brought down. 

The leader was instantly killed, another 
was mortally wounded, while the other four 
were all badly shot.

In order to defeat Yates in his attempt to 
centrol the county, however, it is necessary to 
have some candidate for governor running 
against him, and Attorney General Hamlin 
has been selected by Cullom as the most 
available man. Like jhe governor, he has an 
official residence in this city. His home ts in 
an adjoining congressional district on the 
east, as Yates’ is on the west, and his 
acquaintance in this county is as large as 
the governor's, and his political and personal 
standing is higher. 


Two Man Fight Is Wanted, 

So when the time comes all other candi- 
dates will be politely invited to stand aside 
and let Hamlin and Yates fight it out in 
Sangamoncounty. Back of the governor will 
be the state pay roll and the “ slush fund.” 
It is computed that John R. Tanner spent 
$36,000 in this county in the fight of three 
years ago, and yet these people are getting 
ready to spend more. The money raised by 
the 5 per cent assessment 6n the wages of 
the state employés is all at the service of the 
governor ard his campaign managers. 

Back of Hamlin will be his own consider- 
able strength, supported by Senator Cullom 
and) his friends and many of the republicans 
of the county who are tired of the governor 
and all his works. It promises to a most 
interesting contest. 

So far as the matter has gone yet the sup- 
port given the attorney general by the 
‘friends of Senator Cullom is not understood 
.to go any further than Sangamon county. 
Whether at the finish they will support Ham- 
lin in the other counties in the state is a 
matter to be decided later. It may be Ham- 
lin or it may be some other candidate. But 
in Sangamon county the attorney general is 
to have all the help the senior senator can 
give him, |

Chicago was bombarded by warships 

enchored off the lake front last night. Guns 

on shore replied and there was fierce can- 

gonading until the vessels were destroyed by 

fre. The destruction of the attacking fleet 

was the last and most spectacular scene in 
Chicago's centennial celebration. 

Out of the darkness the three ships loomed 
guddeniy in lines of flame, masts; decks, 
guns, and all. At the same instant began a 
discharge of bombs over the city. The answer 
from the water front was a succession of 
pombs that not only made as much noise as 
those from the men of war but which also 
mained thousands of red, white, and blue 
stars down into the harbor. Gradually the 
jmes of the ships faded away and the city 
was saved. 

Fireworks Display Is Brilliant. 


This spectacle was only one of a gorgeous 
array. Not since the world’s fair has Chi- 
cago Witnessed a finer display of fireworks. 
The illumination of the sky was visible for 
miles, and the sound of the explosions tray- 
Wed almost an equal distance through the 
still night air. A lake fleet of steamboats, 
jugs, and yachts added both to the picture 
and to the noise, standing sharply out in the 
glow of light and keeping up an incessant 
din of sirens and hoarse fog whistles. 

Half of Chicago seemed to be on the lake 
front. The long viaduct leading from Jack- 
son boulevard to the new land was turned 
into an amphitheater by the simple process 
of filling it with chairs, closing up the end, . 
and letting the spectators through by tickét. 
The viaduct is several blocks in length, and 
it was estimated that 50,000 persons enjoyed 
from it a select view of the display. 


Great Crowd on Lake Front. 

The great majority of the public, however, 
packed itself into Grant park, between 
Twelfth street and the Art institute, and’ 
slong Michigan avenue for the same dis- 
tance. Chief O’ Neill used as many policemen 
te keep the throng in order as he did along 
the entire parade line on Tuesday night. 

The transportation lines of the city were 
taxed to bring the multitude déwntown in 
the two hours between 6 and 8.0’cloek, and 
they were totally unable to handle after 
the freworks were over. For half an hour 
after the display ended Michigan avenue, 
Wabash avenue, and State street; between 
Coggress avid Madison and ali. the cross 
stzgets were wholly in possession of good 
natured mobs. 

* Crowds Block Cable Trains. 

Cabs and “even automobiles found it im- 
possifie to advance, and for a time in Wa- 
bash” avenue the street cars were halted. 
Thée streets. from bullding lines to building 
lines Were used as sidewalks. 

The exhibition began promptly at 8 o'clock, 
When red and white fires burst out along the 
government pier for @ distance of several 
Ddiocks. A discharge of bombs and sky rock- 
ts followed immediately, the .bombs ex- 
ploding in midair and scattéering red, white, 

‘and blue stars in thousands. This brilliant 
bombardment was:kept up for an hour anda 
quarter, while at imtervals set pieces were 
fred and oddities introduced. .

WAST PARKS PACE STRIKE 


GARDENERS CHARGE THE BOARD 
WITH UNFAIR TACTICS. 


Men Who Care for More than $600,000 
Worth of Plante and Flowers Say 
They Are Discriminated Against Be- 
cause the Commissioners Are Unable 
to Use Them for Political Purposes— 

‘Union Meets and Frames Up an Uli- 
matum—Other Employes Favored, 


All the gardeners employed in Humboldt, 
Garfield, and Douglas parks threaten to go 
on strike ‘next Wednesday as the result of 
what they declare to be a breach of faith by 
the west pa®k board. The men involved are 
responsible for the care of more than $600,000 
worth of plants and flowers, and nearly all of 
them have been in the employ of the park 
board for ten years or more. 

Lack of adaptability for political work is 
given by the gardeners asthe reason for their 
troubles. They quote a park commissioner 
as proof of this. The men, who are members 
of the gardeners and florists’ union, met at 
542 North California avenue last evening 
and formulated an ultimatum which, théy 
expect, will be rejected by the park board. 

According to President Carl Niemann, the 


gardeners are receiving $60 a month, while 


the union scale is $75. The union presented 
a demand for the union wages last June, and 
conducted negotiations with the park board 
until Sept. 19. On that date, they say, they 
were offered the increase, but were told that 
as the funds of the board were low the work- 
ing force must be reduced. 
First Suggest Compromise. 

The gardeners then presented these resolu- 
tions to the commissioners: 

Whereas, It would be a hardship to us if the 
wage scale should be granted at the present time, 
with one-third of our number laid off, and as it 
would be impossible to take proper care of the 
plants and grounds with a reduced force, and 

Whereas, We, as lovers of plants and flowers, do 
not want to do anything to the detriment of the 
stock in our care, be it 

|Resolved, That we agree to work under present 
conditions until the end of the fiscal year. 


‘‘ The board received us and congratulated 
us on finding a way out of the trouble,’’ said 
Fresident Niemann. ‘It promised to con- 
tinue the present arrangement and keep 
every gardener at work. In spite of this, 
however, it sent word yesterday that a lack 
ot funds compelled it to reduce the pay of 
our members by giving us only three weeks’ 
work every month at $45, or a little more 
than $10 a week for all our time. 

Gardeners Not Politicians. . 

‘We met the commissioners, and one of 
them said in reply to our objections: 

**7 don’t think we have any use for gard- 
eners, anyway. They don't do enough for 
the party.’ 

“ Within a year this'’same board has raised 
the pay of every man employed by it, with 
the exception of the gardeners, who are sup- 
posed to make the parks. Policemen, clerks, 
laborers, all were given increases of from 
$3 to $15 a month. The first act of the pres- 
ent board was to reduce our wages from $65 
to $60 a month.”’ 

The union men at last night’s meeting de- 


month. They declared that if one man was 
discharged every one would strike. The ulti- 
matiim will be presented next Tuesday. 

A eingle greenhouse in Douglas park con- 
tains flowers and plants valued at $40,000. 
In it and the beds about the grounds are 
some 200,000 specimens. A single palm in 
the gardeners’ care cost $600. 

Humboldt park has rare orchids valued at 
from $70 to $200 each, and Garfield park’s 
plants bring the number up to 1,000,000 
stalks. 

The gardeners declare that nonunion men 
cannot be secured to give these plants the 
care they require. They say nearly every 
trained florist in the United States is a mem- 
ber of their union, which is international, 
with locals in Germany, Spain, Switzerland, 
and Great Britain. ; |

The men are to get the in of 25 cents 
a day that was originally demanded. In 
return for this they are to arrange their 
schedule of work so that the packers will 
not find their killing department weakened 
should any of the workers be laid off. 

Thie speedy adjustment of the cattle butch- 
ers’ demands came unexpectediy. The rep- 
resentatives of the union and the packers 
have been holding meetings for two deys 
without results. .When they met again yee-

The woman ticket taker came to me 
and demanded additional fare, which I paid 
her, and on request she gave me a signed 
certificate to the effect that I had paid her 
a fare by accident and had not ridden on 
the road. Mrs. Hatfield was considerate and 
polite to me when I protested that the next 
fare paid Mrs. Silvers, the Northwestern 
ticket taker, could be passed over to her 
and by her rung up as my fare, but declined 
to entertainsuch a money saving proposition, 


but, no!

form an act of justice to a patron, but all 
rules of the company seem to proclatm 
the policy of Iago’s injunction: “ Put money 
in thy purse.” 

As to the remedy for such petty robbery. 
An axiom of the law is that “ there is ‘ no 
wrong without a remedy.’” and I defer- 
entially suggest, as the remedy Hes within 
the power of the city council, that our city 
lawmakers take cognizance of this wrong 
and apply the remedy by an ordinance re- 
quiring the several companies operating the 
elevated roads to issue transfers for fares 
paid through errors made by patrons, good 
within a limited period on the road the pat- 
‘ron intended to travel on and receivable 
by the ticket takers of the specified road.

British exports, not to the colonies, but 
to Europe and the United States, embracing 
all the competitive nations, have dropped 
from $545,000,000 in 1882 to $495,000,000 in 
1902. At the same time the imports of for- 
eign manufactures into the united kingdom 
have risen from $275,000,000 in 1882 to $495,- 
000,000 in. 1902. Thus the favorable trade bal- 
ance of twenty years ago, amounting to 
$270,000,000, has been absolutely wiped out. 

When the United States first became fairly 
embarked upon the policy of protection to 
home industries we bought each year from 
Great Britain largely in excess of our ex- 
ports to this country. Today the condi- 
tions are reversed to a startling degree. The 
resentment and the partial bankruptcy 
which was precipitated fn certain lines of 
trade in Great Britain by the operation of 
the McKinley law might be repeated easily 
in the United States in case Great Britain 
should impose a tariff on all products enter- 
ing that coungry from the United States. 

Dyring the year 1901, it is worth while for 
us to remember, our total exports amounted 
to $1,355,000,000. Of this enormous trade no 
less than $540,000,000 was sent to Great 
Britain. At the same time out of a total of 
British exports, amounting to $1,400,000,000, 
only $91,950,000 were sent to the 


States. 
Big Loss in Exports Certain. 


From this it will be seen that while we ab- 
sorbed only about 6% per cent of the British 
export trade in 1901, no less than 40 per cent 
of our exports went to Great Britain. It is 
therefore easy to see that if Great Britain 
adopts the protective tariff system it will 
effect directly 40 per cent of our foreign 
trade as at present conducted, while we could 
retaliate on only 1-16 of the British foreign 
commerce. With such a threat as to the 
future is it not’ about time for our American 
manufacturers and farmers to remember 
that the magnificent market we have built 
up for our products in Great Britain may be 
destroyed some fine day by the simple opera- 
tion of a protective tariff unless we take 
steps in advance to anticipate and provide 
f this extraordinary change in the fiscal

Japan’s Military Activity. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from Kobe, 
Japan, dated Oct. 1, says that Japanese 
troops left Dari, in Kuishiu island, a few 
days ago for Corea, and that moretroops are 
expected to embark at Karatsu. Great ac- 
tivity pre at Kokura, the headquarters 
of the Twelfth division of the Japanese 
army, and also on the Kuishtiu railway. A 
standing squadron is at Masampto, on the 
Corean coast. 

The Hongkong correspondent of the Daily 
Mail reports that 10,000 Chinese laborers 
are building barracks at Port Arthur for 
50,000 additional Russian troops, and that 
feverish haste is being displayed in railway 
construction, 

The Daily Mail coasiders the dispatch of 
Japanese troops to Corea a grave move on 
the part of Japan. The troops are intended 
to guard her telegraph lines, but it means 
the ‘occupation of Corea, which Japan will 
probably refuse to evacuate until Russia 
evacuates Manchuria. This, adds the Mail, 
means a permanent occupation, as it is not 
expected that Russia will leave Manchuria. 
Whether the step will lead to war will depend 
largely upon whether Russia acquiesces or 
not in Japan’s move.

Warning to American Farmer. 

The farmer of the United States must not 
fall into the belief that he is forever to be the 
sole source of the food supply of the British 
islands. If Chamberlain’s idea succeeds and 
even a low tariff is imposed upon wheat and 
beef, with a slight, but decided preference to 
the British colonies, it would be but a com- 
paratively short time before Canada would 
supply a large percentage, if not all, of the 
food necessities of Great Britain. 

The tariff which has made us great can, as 
& matter of course, be applied on one side of 
the ocean as well as upon theother. France, 
Germany, Austria, Russia, and the United 
States, embracing the manufacturing and 
agricultural world, have adopted the protec- 
tive tariff system,.and have prospered under 
it chiefly because While they built up their 
cwn manufactures and excluded foreign com- 
petition, they had a free market in Great 
Britain for all their surplus, 

The chances are that this free market will 
be closed to the protective tariff nations of 
the world within the next five or ten years, 
and if the Chamberlain idea prevails. Can- 
ada, AustralJa, south Africa, and India ult!- 
mately will be expected to provide the wheat, 
the beef, the wool, and possibly even the 
cotton necessary to supply the demands of 
Great Britain. 


Protection for Britain Sure.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 2.—[Special.]—Rad- 
fjeal changes have been made in army com- 
mands, as a result of which Adjt. Gen. Henry 
Cc. Corbin was given an independent com- 

“mand as preliminary to his ultimate selection 
as. chief of staff and actual commander of the 


‘army. The changes involve the relief of 
Maj. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee from the com- 
‘mand of the department of the east, and his 


detail to special duty in Washington. Thisis 
to give him an opportunity to familiarize 
i self with the duties of office of chief of 


staff to which he is to be appointed upon the 


retirement of Gen. Young next January. 

Gen. Corbin goes to Governor's island in 
command of the most important military de- 
partment of the army. When Gen. Chaffee 
aiso retires for age, Gen.;Corbin will become 
chief of staff with the relative rank of lieu- 
tenant general. 

The assignment of Gen. Corbin to the com- 
mand of the department of the east does 
not interfere with his present rank. He re- 
mains adjutant general of the army with the 
rank of major general. His detail to a-com- 
mand of troops is, of course, preparatory to 
his work as chief of staff when he will be 
actual commander of the whole army. 

President Roogevelt went out of his way 


_%o honor Gen. Corbin, and the published 


orders today make an official note of the 
fact that the assignment of the adjutant 
general to command at Governor's island 
is in distinct recognition of the splendid 
executive ability shown by Gen. Corbin in 
organizing the army for the war with Spain, 
in completing the reorganization of the reg- 
‘ular force after the declaration of peace, 
in conducting the Philippine campaigns, and 
in acting as the real commander of the army 
for the last. half a dozen yéars. 

Gen. Corbin has had many enemies inside 
as well as outside of the army, but none of 
them has ever disputed his splendid serv- 


* fee in putting the volunteers into the field 
_ five years ago, He probably understands 


_the United States army more minutely than 
any adjutant general previously in the serv- 
ioe, and in the opinion of all unbtased men

Wood will use their best efforts to secure 
recognition for the services of those offi- 
cers..

Gen. Wood. -Secretary Root felt that he 
could not spare Gen, Carter from the war 
department during the inauguration of the 
general staff, and Gen. Carter will not leave 
for Manila for several weeks, :

PILLMANTHREATS 


WITNESSES GIVE TESTIMONY 
AGAINST SOUTH CAROLINA MAN. 


Trial of the Former Lieutenant Gov- 


Gonzales Had No Pistol in His Over- 
coat Pocket at thé Time He Was 
Shot Down-—Story of the Shooting 
“Told by the Men Who Were Present 
at the Tragedy of Jan. 15. 


Lexington, 8. C., Oct. 2.—[Special.]—The 
evidence today in the trial of ex-Lieut. Gov. 
James H. Tillman for the murder of N. G. 
Gontales, editor of The State, showed that 
Gonzales. was unarmed when he was shot 
Gown, and that Tillman repeatedly had 
made threats to kill Gonzales. The direct 
witnesses to the shooting were also on the 
stand. 

F. CG. Withers, the first man to assist 
Genzales after the latter had beem shot, 
testified that he found ‘no weapon in Gon 
gales’ overcoat pockets. L. G. Wood of the 
editorial staff of The Stato said that he never 
saw Gonzales with a pistol M.C. Wallace, 
another employé of The State, gave similar 
testimony. Particular stress was laid on 
the fact that Gonzales had no weapon in his 


Threats to Kill. 

C..J. Terrell, the editor of a newspaper 
at Johnston, 8S. C., testified that he had 
h Tillman threaten to kill Gonzales. He 
said: 

“Jt was on the streets of Hdgefield just | 
before the beginning of the campaign. Till- 
man made the remark that he was going to 
run for governor, and if Gonzales attacked 
him like he had been doing that he was go- 


ing down there and kill him like a dog.” s 


Referring to another occasion when he 
had heard Tillman threaten Gonzales, wit- 
ness said that on a train going to Columbia 
he introduced O. D. Black to Tillman, who 
said: 

“Black, old boy, I am going to do what 
I said about that old fellow. Iam going to 
put an end ‘to his way of abusing me—eslan- 
dering me.”’ 

On cross examination Terrell said he wrote 
one article against Tillman’s candidacy, but 
that he never wrote anything against him 
as an individual. 


Wouldn’t Fight Gonzales. 

Dr. B. Cc. L. Adams testified that he had 
had several conversations with Tillman in 
relation to some of the articles written by 
Gonzales and to the race for governor. He 
told Tillman that if he wished to be gov- 
ernor of South Carolina he would have to 
fight Gonzales. Tillman replied: 

“That won't do, because I am lieutenant 
governor and will be impeached, but you 
boys need not worry, for, by ——, I will snuff 
his light with this.”’ 3 

Witness said further that on one occasion 
they were in Tillman’s room in the hotel | 
reading an editorial from The State,when Mr. 


Tillman said: ‘ 


“He can oall it mock theatricals if he | 
wishes to, but I will make it the — —— 
tragedy that ever happened in South Caro- 
lina.” 

On cross examination the witness, who was 
in Col. Tillman’s regiment, said the colonel 
was loved by. his men. 


Testimony of Eye Witnesses. 
‘The witnesses who saw the shooting were 
placed on the stand. 

Horace L. Bomar, a member of the legis- 
lature, was walking away from the capitol, 
and as he aprpoached Gervais street said he 
heard a shot, and, looking up, saw Till- 
man, revolver in hand, walking backwards 
and diagonally across the street. He heard 
no remarks. 

State Senator Thomas Talbird left the capl- 
tol, accompanied by Tillman. As _ they 
reached the street railway transfer station, 
just across Gervais street, he said he saw 
Gonzales approaching. He said Gonzales’ 
hands were in his overcoat pockets. Tillman 
said, “‘ Good morning,” or ‘‘ How are you?” 
Gonzales turned to pass inside, and when he 
had passed beyond his (witness’) line of 
vision and, as he supposed, was on line with 
them he heard Tillman say, “I got your, 
meseage.” He thén said he got a glimpse of 
a pistol in Mr. Tiliman’s hand, and that about 
that instant it snapped. Witness said he 
threw up his hands and said this must stop. 
He next heard Gonzales say, “ Here I am; 
finish me.”’ 

Gonzales went toward the corner, he said, 
and he went to him, when Gonzales said to 
him, “I am shot in the stomach; send fora 
doctor.” 


Why Tillman Stopped Firing. © 

The senator said Mr. Tillman told him sub- 
sequently he did not shoot again for fear of 
hitting witness and because he (witness) had 
thrown up his hands and said: ‘ This must 
stop.”’. He said he did not hear Gonzales 
say: “ Fire again, you coward.” Answering. 
counsel, he said he did not see Gonzales make 
any demonstration, but on cross examination |. 
said he was not in position to see from the 
time Gonzales passed beyond his line of 
vision until the shot was fired. 

J. F. Sims testified that he heard Tillman 
say: “I got your message.’ He said he 
did not see Gonzalegq make any demonstra- 
tion. He helped Gonzales into the office of 
the state. Gonzales was wearing gloves.

W. W. Story and His Friends. 


Henry James’ Interesting Volume of Letters. 


ENRY JAMES’ life of William Wet- 
more Story (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.), 
to be published on the 7th, is unique 
among biographies. I have been an 
insatiable reader of biography, from 

Plutarch's Lives to the present day, and 
not one of all these books shows the personal- 
ity of the writer as do these volumes by Mr. 
James. Here we not only have the person- 
ality of Story but we have that of Mr. James 
as well. His views of people and things are 
freely expressed, and serve, as it were, the 
peg on which to hang the letters and frag- 
ments of the autobiography of Story. Mr. 
James was not of the same generation as the 
sculptor, but they were friends and were in- 
timate in the same circles at home and 
abroad. 

America has turned out few more interest- 
ing men than William Wetmore Story. Son 
of a famous lawyer, he was a lawyer himself 
in the early days of his career, and wrote sey- 
eral legal tomes that are part of every well 
equipped law library today. His legal mind 
was an inheritance as was his legal educa- 
tion, t his tastes ran for art, and though 
his days were given to the study and practice 
of law his nights were devoted to dabbling 
with more esthetic things. As an amateur 
he turned out so many admirable pieces of 
Sculpture that when Boston decided to erect 
a statue to his father he was chosen to make 
it. He did not, however, think himself suffi- 
ciently well equipped and went abroad to 
study sculpture in Rome. It was then that 
he decided to drop the law and devote him- 
self to art, with what success the world al= 
ready knows. But Mr. Story was more than 
a lawyer and more than a sculptor; he wasea 
poet and novelist and a citizen of the world. 

| 

A more delightful companion it would 
be hard to imagine, for he was a man of 
catholic tastes, great knowledge, and keen 
appreciation of the good things of literature, 
art, and life. 

Of the group of Story’s friends, who later 
were Mr. James’ friends, the latter says, 
speaking of Story’s early and happy mar- 
riage, also that of James Russell Lowell: 

“ But the rest of the young company of 
the time were friends, too, of each other's 
friends, admirers, visitors, guileless invokers 
of each ether’s brides that were to be; and we 
see the whole little society, in the light of 
the decent manners of the time, as carrying 
out, with studies, emotions, enthusiasms, 
with confidences, in short, all shared the 
dim Arcadian appearance with which they 
beset us. If they were pleased with them- 
selves and with each other they were 
pleased, for the most part, with every one 
else, from Goethe to Lydia Maria Child.” 

It is a great pity that only a few of Story’s 
letters to Lowell and of Lowell's letters to 
Story have been preserved, Those that are 
in existence, however, are full, as Mr. James 
remarks, of interest and character. Sum- 
ner’s first letter to Story is in the na- 
ture of a lecture. Story apparently was 
more fond of pleasure than his friends and 
gave his family a certain amount cf a~victy. 


,Sumner writes him: 4 


“The pleasures which you are now reach- 
ing after, and for which you are sacrificing 
the precious fruits of knowledge, are like the 
apples which floated on the Dead sea, fair 
and golden to the sight, but dust and cinders 
to the touch.”

The next letter quoted is from Story in Bos- 
ton to his father, the judge, in Washington. 
He tells the latter that “ the rage of Boston 
has turned from parties to lectures. What 
with Waldo Emerson and useful knowledge, 
and Lowell institute and grammar and tem- 
Perance, the whole world is squeezed through 
the pipe of science. All go to be filled, as the 
students of old went with their bowl for 
milk.”’ 

Two years later than the date of this letter, 
in February, 1842, Dickens was in Boston, 
and Story writes to his father: 

“ Dickens himself is frank and hearty, and 
with a considerable touch of rowdyism in his 
manner. But his eyes are fine, and the whole 
muscular action of the mouth and lower part 
of the face beautifully free and vibratory. 
People eat him here! Never was there sucb 
a revolution; Lafayette was nothing to it. 
But he is too strong and healthy a mind to 
be spoiled even by the excessive adulation 
and flattery that he receives.”’ 

In another letter to his father we find Story 
speaking of the anti-slavery element, with 
which he was notinmuch sympathy. “ Gar- 
rison,”’ he writes, “ has been emitting ser- 
pents from his mouth, like the girl in the 
fairy story. Red Wendell Phillips is com- 
ing down today upon all creation.” 

Two years later Story finds himself the 
father of a child (Mr. Julian Story, the hus- 
hand of Mme. Emma Eames). He writes to 
Lowell in a burst of enthusiasm of this child, 
whom he describes as a poem: 

i' My child—how strange that phrase seems 
to me!—is a recompense for everything, a 
fountain of joy; ever increasing, perennial. 
He is the best thing I have in life except E. 
He winds himself round my heart and teaches 
me a new life. He is a pure satisfaction, and 
when you taste it for yourself, which you will, 
you will know its value—and also know how 
foolish all words are about it.’’ 

Now we find Mr. James making his re- 
marks on society in Boston. “ Of what so- 
ciety in particular,”’ he asks himself, ‘* can 
have been Mr. Rufus Griswold, who peeps at 
me out of old New York years, years of ear- 
liest boyhood, far away and as of another 
planet, and shows a general presence rather 
the reverse of prepossessing, yet strangely 
distinct? I seem to see him pass in and out 
of the house of childhood with a lurid com- 
plexion, long, dark, damp looking hair, and 
tone of conciliation—unless I do him wrong.” 


From Boston the scene shifts to Rome, 
where the Storys found a friend of their 
Boston days, Margaret Fuller, “‘ whose in- 
cangruous marfiage,’’ remarks Mr. James, 
“at first, as would seem, awkwardly occult, 
had not yet offered her to the world, per- 
haps more awkwardly still, as Mme. 


d@’ Ossoli.”” Again, writing of Margaret 
Fuller, Mr. James asks how this much dis- 
cussed woman would have affected the world 
“in our own luminous age.” ‘‘ It matters 
only for the amusement of evocation—since 
she left nothing behind her, her written ut- 
terance being naught; but to what would she 
have corresponded, have ‘rhymed,’ under 
categories actually. krown to us? Would 
she, in other words, with her appetite for 
ideas and her genfus for conversation, have 
struck us but as a formidable bore, one of 
the worst kind, a culture seeker without a 
sense of proportion, or, on the contrary, have 
affected us as a really attaching, a possibly 
picturesque New England Corinne?” Such 


| speculations, he thinks, are perhaps too idle. 


The facts of the appearance of this singular 
woman “ have in themselves quite sufficient 
color, and the fact in particular of her having 
achieved, so unaided and so ungraced, a 
sharp identity."’ Then he hastens toe add 
that Mme. d’Ossoli’s circle ‘* represented, 
after all, a smal stage, and that there were 
those on its edges to whom she was not 
pleasing. This was the case with Lowell 
and, discoverably, with Hawthorne; the 
legend of whose having had her in his eye 
for the figure of Zenobia, while writing ‘ The 
Blithedale Romance’ surely never held 
water. 
other hand, with sympathy and admiration. 
Mr. James himself apparently cannot see 
that she was much more than an “ angular 
Boston sibyl.” 

To return to the Story’s Italian circle, 
there was “old Mrs. Trollope, seeking a con- 
trast, in a villa at Bellosguardo, from those 
domestic manners of the Americans which 
she had not long before so luridly commem- 
orated "’; and Crawford, the sculptor, “‘ who 
was to transmit his name to so distinguished 
an association in another art’’; and Green- 
ough and Powers, ‘‘ whdse ‘ Greek slave,’ se 
undressed, yet so refined, even so pensive, 
in sugar white alabaster, exposed under little 
domed glass covers in such American homes 
as could bring themselves to think such 
things right’’; and Cropsey, “thin, thin, 
and yet once thick enough, as thick as the 
luscious paint itself on those canvases, all 
autumnal scarlet, amber, orange, which were 
not the least of the glories of the ‘ Hudson 
River school’’’; last, but not least, the 
Brownings, and here we get Story’s portrait 
from life in a letter to “My Dear Jim,” 
meaning James Russell Lowell: 

Lowell: 

“ The Brownings and we became friends in 
Florence, and of course we could not become 
friends without liking each other. He, Eme- 
lyn says, is like you—judge from this por- 
trait. He is of my size, but slighter, with 


‘straight, black hair, and small eyes, wide 


apart, which he twitches constantly to- 
gether; a smooth face, a slightly aquiline 
nose, and manners nervous and rapid. He 
has a great vivacity, but not the least humor, 
some sarcasm, considerable critical faculty, 
and great frankness and friendliness of man- 
ner and mind. Mrs. Browning used to sit 
buried up in a large, easy chair, listening and 
talking quietly and pleasantly, with nothing 
of that peculiarity which one would expect 
from reading herpoems. Her eyes are small, 
her mouth large; she wears a cap and long 
curls. Unaffected and pleasant and simple 
hearted is she, and Browning says: ‘ Her 
poems are the least good part of her.’ ”’ 


In this same circle we find other Americans,

Mrs. Wiggin’s Delightful “Rebecca.” 


A Study of Girl Life in New England, - 


OME, Iet us be enthusiastic together! 

We are all growing old fast, and if 

we are not spry with our enthusi- 

. aems our chances will all be gone. A 
person who reviews books is, I know, 

pot expected to indulge in an emotion so il] 
advised, so impulsive, so unliterary, and so 
Interesting. But the truly good book re- 
viewers all dwell in the east, as all men 
know, and so it comes about that the crude, 
unscholarly, and misguided reviewers of the 


‘west may enjoy the privileges of their defi- 


ciencies and wax enthusiastic over a book 
which is neither classic nor great, neither 
profound nor revolutionary, but simply 
crammed from cover to cover with glowing 
humor, with human kindness, and with 
homely and winning realism. Such a book 
is “ REBECCA,” by Kate Douglas Wiggin. 
It is a New England story with a little giri 
for a heroine and a grim neighborhood for 
an environment. 

Rebecca is an original piece, who looks at 
the world through her own eyes and not 
through those of her neighbors, and who is 
so much alive that she galvanizes even hu- 
man vegetabies into a semblancgof human- 
ity. She has a way of bringing out the best 
qualities even of those who have set thém- 
selves against her, and she makes for herself 
friends which are quite unrivaled as to loy- 
alty. She has the wit to meet every emer- 
gency, and bewilders, entertains, and occa- 
sionally discomfits her relations, acquaint- 
ances, and neighbors: However, a red fire of 
love glows in her heart, and her world is il- 
lumindted by this in all seasons. Miss Re- 
becca wrote poetry, and her productions are 
inimitable, as are her. compositions, her 
prayers, and her letters. She is altogether 


about as diverting a girl as I ever met since | 


those halcyon days when the gallant and 
astonishing Joe March first swaggered into 
my view by way of the pages of “ Little 
Women.” Fora book to read to the chileren

6 ‘Ts DAUGHTER OF THE DAWN,” 


by William Reginald Hodder (L. C. 
Page & Co.) is enthusiastically 
written in emulation of the school 
of fiction founded by H. Rider 
Haggard. From this, however, it is not to be 
inferred that Mr. Hodder is open to the 
charge of imitation or even of lack of orig- 
inality; it is only that his story consistently 
and constantly reminds one of the works of 
the better known writer. Maori magic is the 


groundwork of the tale, and the action de-— 


pends upon the deliverance of a beautiful 
maiden from the mystic stronghold of the 
Great Tohungas in the mountain fastnesses 
of New Zealand. 

Dick Warnock, hardy sailor and known 
among the natives as ‘‘ Wanaki,” is the nar- 
rator, as well as the principal participant 
in the adventures which befall the seekers 
after Hinauri, the Daughter of the Dawn. 
‘As is to be expected from a simple mariner, 
‘his story is simple and direct, but when oc- 
casion demands his words group themselves 
into rich pictures and glow in poetic inter- 
pretation of the strange workings of savage 
mysticism. Much of the ancient lore of the 
Maoris is injected into the narrative, with- 
out apparent tedium, the heart interest 
makes a strong claim ‘af the sympathies.

“THE WIDOW IN’*THE SOUTH,” by 
Teresa Dean (Smart Set Publishing com- 
pany), comprises a number of letters on the 
megro problem, written by Mrs. Dean to 
Town Topics. She was sent through the 
south immediately after the appointment of 
Dr. Crum as collector of the port of Charles- 
ton, and her effort was to get at the real 
sentiment of the southern people. Her con- 
clusions are summed up in a single word— 
politics: “‘ that the crossed wires of politics 
alone stand responsible ‘for the questions 
which bring the negro into a prominence 


’ where he must necessarily show failure, sad 


though it be, is nevertheless the case.’” Had 
the negro been left to the kindness and 
guidance of those who understood best his 
capabilities and slow mental growth, his 
progress might have been forward rather 
than backward. Mrs. Dean’s comments are 
in a pleasant, chatty style, but her observa- 
tions seem superficial. 


“THE GOLDEN DWARF,” by R. Nor- 
man Silver (L. C. Page & Co.), is described by 
the author as “a sensational romance.” 
And such a medley of creeps and thrills as 
this “‘ bluggy ”’ tale provides is sufficient to 
cause insomnia, if not a more dangerous 
cerebral disturbance... A murder mystery en- 
meshes the reader at the outset, and adven- 
tures stumble on the heels of one another in 
their haste to make things interesting. A 
pair of poor lovers, cruelly harassed, stand 
out against a host of cunning villains, and 
in the good old melodramatic way right 
tramples upon craft, and the machinations of 
evil are succeeded by the placidity of beatific 
happiness, Nearly every sin Inthe decalogue 
is committed in the course of events; science 
is called upon to further horrible ends; and 
all the time-tried accessories of the gallery 
thriller are used, with an occasional new 
property. In justice to those who like such 
stuff, it is not fair to give even a glimpse of 
the plot, lest light should be let in on a 
series of mysteries which one may best solve 
in the reading. It is not a high type of fiction, 
but it is entitled to an excellent position in its 
class. |

Irish peasant life is effectively portrayed 
in ‘*‘ JOHANNA,” by B. M. Croker (J. B. 
Lippincott company). It is a simple and un- 
affected story, with no frills nor furbelows, 
moving along placidly with frequent 
glimpses of the inherent happiness that 
warms the Irish heart. Johanna is a pretty 
maid, innocent of letters, but well versed in 
the lore of love, and her suitor is likewise 
successful im the facile art of breaking 
hearts. Practical parents enlist the serv- 
ices of a professional matchmaker, who di- 
rects her efforts to bringing about the be- 
trothal of the handsome young people to 
some middle aged people whose worldly pos- 
sessions are attractive. But, as is the wont 
of the Celtic race,-love triumphs. Shamus 
goes to the wars and the girl goes into serv- 
ice, while a kindly providence watches over 
their joint destinies. In due course matters 
work put happily and the tale concludes 
pleasantly, leaving behind a good impression 
of the author’s art in painting a picture of 
lowly life.

UTNER’S “ Commercial German,” by 
Arnold Kutner. American Book com- 
pany. This book is adapted for 
use in commercial schools and in 
commercial courses of high schools, 
and is the first to introduce American stu- 
dents to a foreign language by means cf 
its commercial vocabulary. Part I. contains 
the elements of commercial German. Each 
of the sixteen lessons includes a reading les- 
son, special vocabulary, exercises on gram- 
mar, and questions. 
thirty-one brief grammatical tables of the 


principal parts of speech, with references to 


the reading lessons which illustrate them. 
Part II. is intended to widen the commercial 
vocabulary by means of reading selectioris 
dealing with German business customs and 
institutions.

Wood's “The Children’s First Story 
Book,” by May H. Wood. American Book 
company. 

This book is designed to be used as a first 
supplementary reader. The simplicity of its 
reading matter and the number and beauty 
of its illustrations adapt it admirably to the 
tastes and capabilities of children who are 
just beginning to read, and have mastered 
the first lessons of some standard text book. 


Glados’ “‘ Electra.’’ Edited by Otis G. Bun- 
nell. American Book company. 

This drama, which was first presented at 
Madrid on Jan. 30, 1901, made a deep im- 
pression on the Spanish people. It was writ- 
ten to give expression to the author’s ambi- 
tion for his country and his countrymen, and 
to urge them to social and political renova- 
tion. It is especially timely and interesting 
to American readers as showing the con- 
temporaneous trend of opinion in Spain, 
which is but little understood on this side 
of the water. In its present form, the first 
school edition published in this country, the 
book contains the necessary notes, as well 
as a complete vocabulary. 

Monteith's “‘Some Useful Animals and 
What They Do for Us,’ by John Monteith 
and Caroline Monteith. American Book com- 


pany. 

The subjects treated in this book both assist 
in nature study and give aid in learning to 
read. The form of treatment was suggested 
by actual experience in the school and the 
home. The moral lessons derived from the 
actions of animals are vivid and engaging, 
and much useful and interesting information 
is imparted.

THE MILLS OF MAN, 
A Strong Political Novel by Philip 
Payne. 

Political reformers of high and low degree 
will find little sympathy for their cause in 
“THE MILLS OF MAN ”’ (Rand, McNally 
& Co.), a novel by Mr. Philip Payne. a Chi- 
cago newspaper man. From the prominent 
men of Illinois and the west with whom Mr. 
Payne has come in contact in course of his 
work he has found the characters for his 
book. He has taken a governor, a United 
States senator, a director of a great rail- 
road system, a professional reformer, a 
typical. modern ‘“ boss,’’ and an ambitious 
man willing to drive both the reformer and 
boss In the same harness for his own 
aggrandizement. 


Out of these characters, any one of whom 


could be found in: any western state. the 
author has built a story of absorbing in- 
terest. He has set out the good points ofa 
‘“‘machine"’ and in a most daring manner 
has held up to scorn and ridicule what he 
calls “‘the ideals’’ of the reformer. He 
makes his boss define a reformer in these 
words: 


‘*And what’s a reformer? In politics he 


is what a prig is in society; he demands an 
impossible, dull purity, and he has no in- 
stinct, even rudimentary, for the great prac- 
tical issues. which, as they arise, align the 
parties and determine the destinies of t 

nation.”” Again the boss sizes up the situa- 
tion in this way: ‘**' Humph, I never saw 
a reformer whose morality in office equaled 


what he had before he got in it.”’ 


In brief, the story tells of a political cam- 
paign in Illinois and “ grinding mills of 
man ’”’ in that contest. Its readers will find 
no trouble in recognizing some of the char- 
acters as close to those in real life. In fact, 
the likeness may possibly be too close for the 
peace of mind of some of those still in pub- 
lic life. The verdict in that respect must 
be left to the individual reader. 

There is only a trace of a love story in 
the book.

“IN BABEL,” by George Ade (McClure, 
Phillips & Co.), reveals the same insight into 
a great city’s life as the famous ** Fables in 
Siang.”’ It is not always a good plan to 
gather up the earlier writings of the author 
of a successful book, but these earlier 
sketches are well worth preserving. Read- 
ing them is like sitting at a little round table 
on a Paris boulevard, feeling the pulse ofa 
great city. It is one thing to take the eternal 
problems of humanity, or those traits which

“ FLORESTANE THE TROUBADOUR,” 
by Julia De Wolf Addison (Dana Estes & 
Co.), is a carefully studied romance of the 
thirteenth century. Florestane falls in love 
with a song and seeks theauthor of it, whois 
one of those fair, wise, and gracious maidens 
of whom the troubadours loved to sing. 
After many vicissitudes and wanderings he 
wins her, and the various villains of the ro- 
mance meet with a just fate, which must 
have seemed anything but poetic to them. 
There is a good description of a court of 
love as held in the land of the gay craft, and 
the mysterious Sordello and the passionate 
child Dante are other links to join the 
author's imaginings to the historic world. 


Two important contributions to the money 
question are among the Decennial Publica- 
tions of the University of Chicago. “‘ LEGAL 
TENDER,” by 8S. P. Breckinridge, is a brief 
but able and thorough study of English and 
American monetary history, and contains a 
mass of well digested facts. If it were pos- 
sible to prevent all persons from discussing 
bimetallism or the gold standard who had 
not read this book, much time would be 
saved. One phase ofthe question is treated 
greater length in “ A HISTORY OF 
GREENBACKS,” by Wesley Clair 
Mitchell. This latter book treats of the 
actual effect upon prices of wares and of 
labor of the paper currency of war times. 
The history is not brought down beyond 
Jan. 1, 1866, but is complete for the war 
period. Great use is made of the Aldrich re- 
port, and of the daily papers, and all other 
material available. Quite reasonably the 
author reverses the usual way of comparing 
~ value of gold and greenbacks, and gives 
he value ‘ef the paper dollars in terms of 
gold rather than of gold in terms of paper. 
Thus, instead of saying that gold sold as 
high as 285, he says that paper fell as low as 
85. Both books are not only instructive but 
indispensable to all students of that partic- 
ular branch of political economy.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—Those who wondered 
atthe iong delay and frequent postponements 
of the publication of John Morley’s life of 
Gladstone will cease to wonder now when 
they learn the tremendous labor the author 
has had with this three volume work. To 
begin with Morley had about 90,000 docu- 
ments of more or less historic value in Glad- 
stone's collection at Hawarden to draw 
upon. Then in addition to these, people 
sent from all, parts of the world a mass of 
correspondence in answer to advertisements 
asking assistance from those who at one 
time or another had received letters from 
the great statesman.

MAD ANTHONY WAYNE. 

John R. Spears Writes a New Life of the 
Soldier. 
“ANTHONY WAYNE,” by John R. 
Spears, is the latest volume in the Historic 
Lives series. (D. Appleton & Co.) Itis not to 
be considered as a biography of the brave 
general, “‘sometimes called Mad Anthony,” 
as his early life is sketched but briefly, and 
we are told but little of his antecedents. In- 
stead, it is a plain, unvarnished recountal of 
the leading incidents in Wayne’s career, told 
dispassionately, with a careful restraint that 
has saved the book from tedious eulogy. 

Early in his life Wayne filled a place in the 
public eye. He represented Chester county 
in the Pennsylvania assembly of 1774, and 
his fiery antagonism of British oppression 
him’a prominent place in the ‘council. 
Foreseeing war, he began the study of mili- 
tary tactics and the art of war, and when 
the committee of safety chose officers for 
the four battalions of infantry he was com- 
missioned colonel. Experience came rapidly 
to him at Ticonderoga and Quebec, and he 
won his spurs as a commander at Three 
Rivers. At Brandywine and at German- 
town he added to his glory, and when the 
fearful hardships of Valley Forge were met, 
he did much to ameliorate the condition of 
his men. | 

After discussing the affairs which cul- 
minated in Wayne’s being superseded by St. 
Clair im the command of the Pennsylvania 
line, the author gives it as his opinion that, 
while this was manifestly an outrage, it was 
one of the most fortunate events of Wayne's 
life, for it left_open 7 for him to take 
Stony Point—one of the m noteworthy 
exploits in military history.

A DAY SAVED, 


TRIED AND NOT FOUND WANTING, | 


Our text is how to prepare and serve an 
easy Sunday dinner. — 

Now this seems to be quite a difficult mat- 

ter to deal with, in view of the fact that most 
-housekeepers are anxious to give their 
families an extra dinner on Sunday, and 
have it well prepared and served, too, yet 
not to sacrifice the entire day in doing it. 
- The reason is, that in many homes this is 
the one day of seven that the husband and 
sons conveniently can partake of the mid- 
day meal with their family, the other six 
being obliged to dine at the nearest restau-~- 
rant in the vicinity of their business. So it 
is a pleasure to put forth extra efforts in 
behalf of these ‘‘ strangers at home” and 
make the meal a good one. 

Still, with a little system, a good meal may 
be made easy by planning ahead and not 
leaving everything to the last moment. 

In this day and generation the servant ques- 
tion is perplexing all womankind. Some 
few possess good maids, and many are strug- 
gling on alone, in order to avoid the commo- 
tion and worry which comes of having help. 
Consequently, women are learning to sim- 
plify living and make it more endurable, 
even if they do work a little harder when 
alone. Now comes the question how to have 
a good Sunday dinner and also have time to 
enjoy church service in the morning 
the family. Some may say it cannot be done, 
but it can, and has been well proven by actual 
experience. 

Good planning helps in all matters, and has 
since the world began, from housekeeping to 
affairs pertaining to the state and nation. 
And whether one has a trio of maide orts. 
mistress of her own mansion, the few follow- 
ing hints might be applied. 

We will, however, assume the réle of being 
without help, and of also having a fairly 
good up to date dinner, with all the courses 
and frills expected at this day in a “ well 
educated family,’’ and then see if there may 
not be some time left beside getting the meal, 
to enjoy in other ways. We will start with 


soup for the first course, and all good cooks 


prefer to prepare this before hand; could be 
done on Saturday, only seasoning and heat- 
ing up for the dinner. Roasts can also be 
partly cooked if necessary on Saturday, or 
Sunday morning, and finished in an hour be- 
fore the meal is served. Salad dressing may 
be previously made, set away in a refrigera- 
tor; also ples, or some kinds of puddings, 
made the day before; and even ice cream may 
be partially made, the custard cooked and 
ready for the freezer, and then the worst part 
of the making is done, and the freezing only 
takes a few moments. 

Fruit can be washed and arranged, and 
ready for the table, and that all set, every- 
thing on it, save the food, beforehand. All 
the vegetables may be got ready. Potatoes 
pared and laid in cold water, also spinach or 
lettuce, or any other kind of vegetables, 
ready for the kettle, and not left until the last 
moment, and it does not in any way injure 
the material used to prepare it a while 
ahead. | 

Now, a good, thoughtful housewife will not 
lie in bed and sleep until the bells are ringing 


| their last note for service, but “‘ she will arise 


and shine’’ while the sleepy male members 
of the family are taking their Sunday rest, 
and many of these little things can be accom- 
plished early. And even if she feels a little 
weary over her plotting, and planning, and 
hurrying about, she will manage to smooth 
out her brow while putting on her Sunday 
gown and making herself ready for church, 
and will surely declare she feels much bet- 
ter satisfied, listening to a good sermon be-

| TRIED FOR MANY YEARS. 


I take pleasure in telling others how we 
manage the question in our home. I plan 
to have a baked meat, which I roast or par- 
boil.until tender on Saturday also. Make 
the dressing and add to the fowl or meat 
about an hour before serving, heating hot 
first; then place in the oven in a baker. 

Potatoes are boiled on Saturday at dinner 
time sufficient to cut in dice and cream or 
sliced to be scalloped, with alternate layers 
of cracker or bread crumbs, or just a layer 
on top, as preferred. 

The soup or bouillon is prepared on Sat- 
urday and only needs reheating, or some 
of the prepared soups or consommés, if liked, 
can be used. The wafers are buttered and 
peppered and kept in a dry place or are used 
plain as preferred. If buttered and pep- 
pered, heat a few minutes in oven. This 
can be done while baking other things on 
Saturday and is little trouble. 

Then as a side dish of vegetable we have 
stewed tomatoes, corn, cabbage, or turnips, 
peas, or any other vegetable that can be 
cooked and then reheated and seasoned the 
next day. 

For salad we have cabbage, grape, apple, 
banana, orange, potato, or any of the vari- 
ous fruits or vegetables, which can be com- 
bined with celery and nuts and made in a 
few moments. 

We are able to get ice cream at our res- 
taurants when we wish it. But when we 
do not have that we make a fruit salad, or 
some of the cold puddings, and custards, 
and blanc manges, or some of the many 
nice cold desserts from the gelatine prepara- 
tions, such as Jello, Jelicon, and Bromange- 
lon, and others, all of which are the bet- 
ter for being made on Saturday. Then for 
families who require tea or coffee that can 
be quickly made at meal time. 

Sunday evening luncheon we let take care 
of itself. Every member of the family has 
free access to the cupboard and icebox to 
eat when he wants to, but with the under- 
standing no work shall be made for the 
mother, or maid,*-when one is employed. Of 
course, if there are children their luncheon 
would have to be looked after for them. 
When there are guests the evening luncheon 
is spread upon the table with the simplest 
and easiest methods,and, when possible, 
with but few dishes, so they may be set away 
‘until the breakfast dish washing on Mon- 
day. 

The mother alone or trained maid can get 
thréugh a Sunday easily by this method, or 
one or more members of the family can turn 
in with mother and make quick work of a 
three or four course dinner, planned the 
day before by this method. It has worked 
with us for many years, in a family rang- 
ing in number fro r to seven the year 
around. (Mrs.) A. R. F.

As a daily reader of Household Hints, I am 
glad to lend assistance to this department of 
THE TRIBUNE. I will not now give recipes 
of dighes I speak of, but will furnish them on 
further application. They are all tried and 
have not been found wanting. I have a 
recipe for potato salad that every one says 
is unequaled. 

In the first place much of the Sunday din- 
ner can be prepared Saturday—soup, des- 
sert, and some vegetables. The soup can be 
a home made purée, from stock variegated 
with vegetables, vermicelli, macaroni, or 
the paté of little alphabets. Canned soups 
may be used. Baked macaroni, a white 
sauce baked with it, poured-over it, and the 
addition of cheese to the layers is good 
warmed over Sunday. So is epaghett! with 
tomato sauce and cheese. Succotash im- 
proves with each warming over. Onions may 
be boiled the day before and reheated. The 
canned vegetables make little trou- 

In the matter of desserts, there are many 
puddings made the day before that may be 
warmed Sunday. The following are some: 

Apple tapioca, served with hard sauce. ° 

Black pudding, with caramel sauce. 

The various suet puddings, and for cold 
pudding, there are snow puddings, with 
whipped cream, lemon jelly, Bavarian cream, 
pineapple snow pudding, pineapple: mousse 
with whipped cream, and many others. 

A fine dessert to prepare Sunday, ané no 
trouble because the ice cream freezer crank 
is not turned, is the following: 

ANGEL PARFAIT. 

Three pints whipped cream, one-half pound wal- 
nut meats chopped, six tablespoonfuls powdered 
Pack freezer before filling parfait into it. 
Let stand four hours. Do notetir. Flavor to taste. 

For the matter of serving, see that the 
table is fully set with the requisite number 
of Knives, forks, spoons, etc. Nothing is 
more exasperating than to have these lack- 
ing. Also see that the caster is well sup- 
plied with oil, vinegar, and paprika. When 
the salad is served have the maid place a 
sauce dish with teaspoon in it to mix the 
French dressing in. While the dinner has 
been cooking see that all the dishes necessary 
to be heated have been thus treated. In serv- 
ing in the kitchen it is most important that 
when the meat is brought in little time should 
elapse between the following of the rest of 
that course. 

In oe up the soiled dishes it will ex- 
pedite Matters and save the putting of hande 
dnto greasy water if boiling water is allowed 
to run over the greasy dishes before they are 
put into the dish pan. Alwaysinsist on hav- 
ing dishes rinsed and wiped out of hot water. 
They dry much quicker, and all these little 
things hasten the dinner to an end@ before 4 
o'clock. In collecting things to go to the 
ice chest stand them all on a server large 
enough to hold all, thus saving many trips.

‘HAVE IT ON SATURDAY NIGHT. 


Tell G. R. C. to try my plan for a month; one 
Sunday will not do. 

I have my Sunday dinner Saturday night. 
Soup, roast, vegetables, salad, ice cream, 
fruit and coffee. I have it an half hour later 
than other days so as to allow ample time for 
my son to finish his game of ball, my daugh- 
ter to return from the links. They feel quite 
at liberty to bring any friend home. 

Sunday we breakfast at 9 o’clock. I have 
plenty of time to do the work and leave every 
thing ready for luncheon before going to 
church at 11 o'clock. After church my hus- 
band usually goes for a walk, my son escorts 
some girl friend home, but they return in half 
an hour. I hurry home, remove my gloves 
on my way to my kitchen, start the oven, 
put on the tea kettle; then I get out of my 
outdoor dress into a black silk skirt and white 
shirt waist; by that time the kettle is boil- 
ing and the oven hot. If lam to have sca!l- 
lop of any kind it takes but halfan hour. I 
make the tea or coffee, usually the latter, 
and we sit down to luncheon about half an 
hour after I return home. Of course, I pre- 
pare everything either before or after break- 
fast—even the table is set. 

I lie down and read during the afternoon. 
At 4 o'clock 1 am dressed in a pretty silk 
dress. 

I keep my tea table all ready in my parlor, 
for I have 5 o’clock every day, and I can- 
not run back and forth to get extra cups for 
friends. I find it easier to bring in my silver 
teapot (one my grandmother and mother 
used before me), the cream, cake, rolled or 
plain bread, and butter on a little tray. 

A good many friends have found out our 
custom of having 5 o’clock, so gentlemen 
drop in from their afternoon walk, and we sit 
and talk over the open fire, sip our tea (black 
tea always), and munch toasted muffins or 
plain toast. I always have a plain cake, 
never a layer cake, which are inclined te 
go to bits in men’s hands. We are fond of 
sweet currant loaf, cut thin, little butter, no 
crust. 

At 7:30 some of us go to church (you see 
we are great churchgoers). I usually remain 
at home. At 9 o'clock, or after church- 
goers are home, we sit down to supper, which 
consists of cold meat, salad, fruit, and a 
layer cake. 

As we always eat before going to bed this 
Sunday evening supper does not disarrange 
our systems. 

We all get up Monday morning as cheery 
as possible, and I am not in the least tired. 

When I lived in a house and kept servants 


I found “ Biddy” did not mind doing up 


supper dishes, for I always piled them neat- 
ly, washed the knjves and silver. Now I 
am in an apar nt and my own “ Biddy,”’ 


so I wash the tea things and the supper 
dishés when I please—some time at night, 


some times the next day. Mrs. B. 
| COOK WITH THE HEAD. | 


Having been taught in my youth never to 
leave any work to be done on Sunday that 
could be done at any other time, I can speak, 
from an experience of forty years, in regard 
to preparing Sunday meals. First, begin on 
Friday to think if one wants a turkey, or any 
roast fowl, or a fricassee, and order the 
fowls so as to have them early Saturday. 

On Saturday prepare them as early as 
possible and put them on to cook. Then on 
Sunday, with a roast fowl, just baste and 
flour it well and heatit hot. Also prepare a 
dessert and salad dressing. I never have 
ice cream on Sunday, but a pretty jeletine 
jelly garnished with fruit or a junket, ora 
Russian or Bavarian Cream, with cake and 
coffee, makes as elaborate dessert as is nec- 
essary. If soup is wanted that can easily 
be prepared beforehand. By careful man- 
agement it will not conflict with the Bat- 
urday work. With other roasts, browned 
potatoes, macaroni, escalloped potatoes, or 
tomatoes, anything that can be put in the 
oven and attended to, all together, makes a 
simple but good meal. 

I alwaye plan for a good breakfast. Fruit, 
cereal, fish baile, dried beef, hash, sausages, 
or some email meat, coffee cake, graham 


-bread, brown or white bread, with raisins 


or nuts. I also plan something good for 
Sunday supper. 

I think the whole secret lies in having one’s 
plan already laid beforehand and making it 
fit with one’s Saturday. work. so that by noon 
on Gaturday everything is ready for Satur- 
day dinner and Sunday. My mother did it 
with ten in the family. 

One thing more; I fully agree that the

cheap menus are starvation; we all want 
plenty of substantial food. One thing that 
is good and cheap and has great possibilities 
is minced collops; in other words, round or 
any cheap beef or mutton chopped and 
stewed. It is nourishing—as much 80 as 
porterhouse steak. 

Minced collops—One pound chopped beef, one 
quart of water, salt and pepper; stew an hour anda 
half, add 1 onion, 1 carrot, and a little celery, all 
cut fine; cook till done, add water enough to make 
four cups of soup; eat meat, vegejables, and all. 

Minced collops, No. 2—Cook in the same. way, 
with only water to cover; leave out vegetables, 
season to taste, thicken gravy; serve on toast.

Does N ot Favor Cobe-McKinnon Plan. 


Controller Ridgely was in Chicago yester- 
Gay and left for Washington in the afternoon. 
While here he let it be understood he did not 
favor the plan of Cobe & McKinnon looking 
toward the removal of the Calumet Electric 
Street railway, the principal asset of the 
failed National Bank of IlHnois, from the 
Girection of the contnoller’s office. 

In response to one of.the’circulars of the 
promoters asking for deposit of stock in fur- 
fherance of the Cobe & McKinnon plan, one 
of the large creditors replied that he felt 
better satisfied with the property under the 
@irection of the controller and the courts 
than he would removed therefrom. 


Better Outlook for Crop Money. 

The official statement of all the national 
banks in the United States on Sept. 9, 1903, 
@howe a decided improvement over the 
figures of Sept. 15, 1902. The banks of the 
entire country are in much better condi- 
tion to meet crop moving demands than they 
Were one year ago. The per cent of total 
reserve is 26.60, against 25.74 one year ago. 

In round figures there is an increase of 
$200,000.000 in loans, but there is-also an 
fnerease of $108,000,000 in capital surplus 
and uhdivided profits. At the same time 
the item due from national banks has de- 
Greased $4,000,000, and due from reserve 
agents has decreased $11,000,000. This would 
indicate the country institutions had pre- 
ferred to keep their reserve in their own 
vaults. There is an increase of $31,000,000 
in specie and $15,000,000 in legal tender. 

While deposits with national banks have 
@ecreased $26,000,000, deposits with state 
banks have increased $22,000,000. Individual 
deposits have decreased $53,000,000. Com-

shares. The overextension of speculative 
accounts and the water in industrial securi- 
ties are no longer of importane. . Stocks 
should fluctuate within a narrow range, and, 
though the tendency is likely to be downward, 
with moderate rallies, one important factor 
is that it is much to the interest of the great 
trust and insurance companies to have high 
prices at the year’s end. 

‘* Politics will have a tendency to reduce 
business activity to some extent, which, in 
turn, will give'us a period of cheaper money. 
This may be expected by the end of the 
year. After this time heavy exports of goid 
are probable. 

** With the prospects of cheap money next 
year, the bond market should show a great. 
improvement in prices, even though specu- 
lation be dormant. The system of buying on 
an scale and taking advantage of the ad- 
vances as they occur seems unusually at- 
tractive in the present market. Prices being 
comparatively low, the element of risk is now 
reduced to a minimum.” 

Alfred L. Baker & Co. issued a bullish 
market opinion on Thursday, when the 
prices were near the bottom. Their New 
York correspondent, Laidlaw & Co., yester- 
day wired the following in part at the close 
of the market: 

“An active canvass on the stock exchange 
among brokers reveals a striking diyision of 
opinion as {0 the course of develépments 
on the stock exchange today and as‘to the 
future of the market. It is only naturalthat 
when bearish sentiment has been so pro- 
nouncedly confirmed as that which has ex- 
isted for the last three or four weeks, and 
when forecasts made as a result of such sen- 
timent have been fulfilled so accurately, 
opinions will be slow to change. The pur- 
chases of stocks, which have been for mar- 
ket influence, undoubtedly, have been suc- 
cessful in bringing some people to believe 
that a turn in the market has been effectuai- 
ly accomplished, and that higher prices are 
now due. The greatest part of the room, 
however, seemed to regard the acconiplish- 
nmeents of the last three or four days as 
marking the end of the liquidating process, 
but they did not draw the deduction that 
higher prices must necessarily follow. 

We should like exceedingly to express 
an opinion that weuld imply a further ad- 
vance in prices, but, in our judgment, a per- 
manent advance is hardly due at this time. 
We feel that much has been accomplished 
in the change in the turn of affairs, but it 
hardly seems probable to us that a market 
of permanent advances can be maintained 
after, the severe experiences through which 
we have just passed. Within a few months 
when money turns again in this direction, 
such a development may be within the range 
of probability, but we do not anticipate it 
at this time.” 

‘Lake Street L Traffic. 
Traffic of the Lake street elevated road for. 
September shows an increase on the main 
line of 1.27 per cent compared with the de- 
crease of .91 per cent in August, The Sep- 
tember figures indicate a considerable im- 
provement in the traffic.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


BURLINGTON AND ALTON MAKE A 
JOINT TRACK AGREEMENT. 


Harmony Between Hill and Harriman 
Interests Results in Saving of Fifty 
Miles Between St. Louis and Kansas 
City—B. L. Winchell of ’Frisco Road 

‘Said to Be Slated for Third Vice Pres- 
idency of Rock Island—Line’s Profits 
for August Nearly $2,000,000. 


The harmonious relations lately established 
between the Hill and Harriman interests 
have resulted in’ arrangements for the joint 
use of tracks by the Burlington and Alton 
railroads, which will considerably shorten 
the time of both roads to Kansas City. 

The Alton’s line between St. Louis and 
Kansas City will be fifty miles shorter and 
both companies will make a big saving in 
Mississippi river bridge charges. 

The Alton tracks are to be used by both 
roads between Mexico, Mo., and Kansas 
City, the new tracks of the Burlington be- 
tween Mexico and Old Monroe, and thence 
to St. Louis, the present line of the Burling- 
ton.. The line between Mexico and Old Mon-
